ULTIMATUM RY DIEGUEZ.

NOGALES (Sonora) April 13.— 
Gen. Dieguez, northern military 
commander for Carranza, has issued 
an ultimatum to Gov. De la Huerta 


and Gen, Calles of the “Republic of 


Sonora,” that military measures will 
be taken unless the State quickly re- 
turns to the national government, 
according to a report received here 
today. 

Gen. Carlos Plank, now first as- 
sistant to Gen. Calles, in command 
of the forces of the new Republic 
of Sonora,” is taking steps today to 
fortify Pulpito Pass, gateway from 
Chihuahua to Sonora, which a few 
hundred men can hold against a 
large army. 

Sonora authorities assert they 
have received definite assurances 
from Chihuahua that State militia 
will refuse to attack Sonora. 

CARRANZA PARTIAL. 

A statement issued today by Gov. 
De la Huerta said: “The present 
situation has been brought about by 
reason of the fact that Sonora ha 
been trying to guarantee a tir deal 
to all candidates, and Carranza is for 

action.” 

“Carranza is notoriously partial in 
all local elections, as well as in the 
Federal election. He planned to 
overthrow the constitutional govern- 
ment of Sonora and set up a spuri- 
ots military government. He or- 
dered the invasion of this State by 
the same troops who overthrew the 
constitutional government of the 
State of Naryit. 

“I demand an explanatior of his 
course. He was hostile to me be- 
cause I had not attended the Gov- 
ernors’ conference, and he insisted 
on mobilizing. 

“All of the Federal troops in So- 
nora and practically every Federal 
employee in the State have sworn 
allegiance to the State government. 
Thus, we won a victory without a 
shot.” 

De la Huerta emphasized the fact 
that Sonora was in a transitional 
state, and that whether it main- 
tained its independence depended 
upon the course used by Carranza.

PHILADELPHIA, April 13.—Mrs. 
Herbert Hoover is the cheerful vic- 
tim of the ancient struggle between 
love and duty. As a wife, she is vig- 
orously opposed to the Presidential 
eandidacy of Mr. Hoover, but as a 
public-spirited citizen she tonfesses 
to being differently inelined. 

Although she jaughingly declared 
that she must Hooverize rigidly in 
statements so far as politics are 
concerned, Mrs. Hoover expressed 
her conflicting feelings to that ex- 
tent today in the course of an in- 
terview following a luncheon in her 
honor in uin Mawr College. An 
address sh delivered at the lunch- 
eon was the closing feature of the 
two-day annual students’ confer- 
ence on vacations. : 

Jam opposed to Hoover clubs,” 
said Mrs. Hoover, referring to the 
organization of such a wnit by the 
Bryn Mawr seniors on Friday. “As 
a matter of fact, I am strongly op- 
posed to Mr. Hoover's candidacy for 
President altogether.” 

Noticing the genuine surprise 
registered by the interviewer, Mrs. 
Hoover added: “Mr. Hoover, you 
know, has been a very good hus- 
band, but with all those Hoover 
clubs being established—and espe- 
cially all those women's Hoover 
clubs—well, 1 don’t know.”

Tonight it was learned that sus- 
picions of the government concern- 
ing the motives behind the strike 
had been strengthened by the die- 
covery that money to aid in spread- 
ing the revolt is being supplied the 
leaders in various parts of 
country from mysterious sources. 

Department of Justice agents are 
endeavoring to locate the source of 
these funds. 

Although Attorney-General Palm- 
er declined to discuss a report that 
evidence was at hand concering a 
plot among radical leaders, who 
have been using the uneasy railroad 
workers as pawns in their game of 
destruction he indicated that De- 
partment agents were leaving no 
stone unturned to get at the very 
bottom of the situation, to aid this 
search for information. The Attor- 
ney-General telegraphed to Presi- 
dent Rea of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad and President A. H. Smith 
of the New York Central lines ask- 
ing to be furnished with the names 


and addresses of all employees now 
on strike and for information con- 
cerning those which appear to be 


directing the strike movement. The 
text of this telegram was as fol- 
lows:

Surplus Supplies Stored in 
Many Cities Available, 
Municipal or State Officials 
Have Permit to Use. 


Held 
Tons of Beef, Bacon.

‘WASHINGTON, April 13.—ur 
plus supplies of frozen beef, canned 
roast beef and bacon which the 
War Department has in storage in a 
score of railroad centers were made 
available today for use in relieving 
any serious food shortage result- 
ing from the railroad strike. The 
department advised State and mu- 
nicinpal authoriti@s that the supplies 
would be available at the warehouses 
on application. 

Included in the cities in which 
large supplies of meats are stored 
are New York, Buffalo, Boston, Chi- 
cago, Cincinnati, Cleveland, Indian- 
apolis, Atlanta, Baltimore, Newport 
News, New Orleans, Philedelphia, 
San Antonio, San Francisco, 
Louis and Washington. 

An embargo against all incoming 
and outgoing freight was placed to- 
day today by the railroads entering 
‘Washington. The only freight re- 
|eelved during the last twerty-four 
hours was two carloads of fresh 
meat. 

The city’s supply of perishable 
foodstuffs is estimated as sufficient 
to last for from seven to ten days, 
while the supply of staple goods is 
sufficient for six months. Coal in 
storage here is reckoned by dealers 
at a ten-day supply. 

A proposal that the weight and 
size of parcel post packages be in- 
creased so that — . 2 may be dis- 
tributed through the mails, was 
made in a resolution offered by Rep- 
resentative Randall, Prohibitionist, 
California. Present limitations pre- 
vent full use of the parcel post sys- 
tem for this purpose, the resolutior 
stated.
